a Report, which he read in his Place, and after 
delivered in at the Table, where the ſame was 


again read, and is as follows, v/2. 


: My Lords, 


THE Lords' Committees, appointed to in- 


quire into the State of Tillage in this Kingdoin, 


and to conſider of ſome Method of improving 


the ſame, and of better ſupplying the City of 
Dublin with Wheat, have agreed to a Report, 
as follows, vz. 1 | 


THE Conſumption of Wheat and Flour in 


the City of Dublin has ſo extenſive an Influence 
on the Tillage of Jre/and, that your Commit- 
tce thought it was incumbent on them to begin 
by inquiring into the Quantity of that Con- 
ſumption. | — | 
And they find that (rating three hundred 
Pounds Weight of Flour, as equal to two 
Barrels of Wheat) there is not leſs than two 
hundred thouſand Barrels of Wheat annually 
conſumed in this City. ; 
They then proceeded to inquire into the 
Quantity of Wheat of Ir Growth, which was 
entered at the Market-Houſe, and the Quan- 


tity which was imported from Parts beyond

the Sea into this Port, during the laſt five 
Years; and they find, that EN 

In the Year ending the 25th Day of March, 
I 753, there were entered at the Market-Houſe 
of Dublin, $9,443 Barrels of Wheat of 1r:h 
Growth; and in the ſame Year there were 


imported into the Port of Dublin, 61, 102 Bar- 
rels of Wheat. 


In the Vear ending the 25 Day of March, 


1754, 79,026 Barrels of Wheat were entered 
at the ſaid Market-Houſe; and 97,058 Barrels 


were in the ſaid Year imported into the ſaid 


Fort. h 


In the Year ending the 25 Day of March, 
I755, only 58,710 Barrels of Wheat were 
entered at the ſaid Market-Houſe; and in the 
fame Year, 287,558 Barrels were imported into 
the ſaid Port. | „ 
In the Year ending the 25th Day of March, 
1756, 99,969 Barrels of Wheat were entered 


at the ſaid Market-Houſe; and in the ſame 


Year, 68,446 Barrels were imported into the 
ſaid Port. e N 

In the Year ending the 25th Day of March, 
1757, 70,077 Barrels of Wheat were entered 
at the ſaid Market-Houſe; and in the ſame 
Year, 88,148 Barrels were imported into the 
{aid Port. SY 


By all which it appears, that in the ſaid five 


Years, 404,825 Barrels were entered at the ſaid 


Market-Houſe; and in the ſame five Years, 
594,312 Barrels were imported into the ſame 
Port, making in all 999,137 Barrels. _ 

But this appears not to have been the Whole 


of the Conſumptioa of the City of Dublin 


during the ſaid Time; for your Committee 
find, that the Entries of Wheat at the Toll- 
Gates belonging to this City (at which a Toll 
amounting to a Pottle and half a Pint is paid 
out of every twenty Stone of Wheat) con- 


ſiderably exceed the Entries of Wheat at the 


Market-Houſe, and particularly in the Year 
ending at Mrichaelmas 1756, the Entries at the 
Toll-Gates appeared to exceed the Entries at 
the Market-Houſe by at leaſt 5000 Barrels, 
which muſt be owing to the foreſtalling of the 

„ Market.

Market by the Bakers, who doubtleſs buy only 
low-priced Corn in this Manner, as by that 
Means the Medium Price of Wheat is raiſed 
at the Market-Houſe. 


Your Cotnmittee have alſo Reaſon to ap- 
prehend, that it is a common Practice of the 
Bakers to buy Wheat of a low Price in the 
Country, and to have it ground into Meal at 
the Mills adjacent to this City; from whence, 
by blending it with Meal produced from 
Wheat by them bought at the Market-Houſe 
and ſent to be ground at the ſame Mills, they 


introduce the Whole as the Produce of Wheat 


bought at the Market-Houſe; and thus they 
not only avoid paying the Toll due to the 
City, but they alſo introduce clandeſtinely a 


low-priced Commodity, which had it been 
ſold in open Market, would have reduced the 


Medium Price of Wheat, and would conſe- 
quently have affected the Aſſize of Bread: 
And it appears to your Committee, that theſe 
two Articles, added together, would conſider- 
ably ſwell the Amount of Wheat and Flour 
conſumed in this City, 


It alſo appears to your Committee, that the 


Merchants and Factors do not make regular 
Returns of their Sales of Wheat and Flour, 


although they are directed by Law to make the 
ſaid Returns upon Oath (if required) but they 


leave the making of thoſe Returns chiefly to 
their Brokers, whom your Committee appre- 


hend to be improper Perſons for that Purpoſe 
(eſpecially if an Oath be required) as the 
Merchants and Factors may diſpoſe of great 


Ouantities of Wheat and Flour without the 


| Knowledge or Privity of the ſaid Brokers. 


Nor does it appear to your Committee, that 
any Return of the Sale of damaged Wheat or 
Flour was ever made to the Chief Magiſtrate 
of this City ; from whence they find juſt Cauſe 
to apprehend, that Wheat and Flour, damaged 
in the Voyage, has frequently been ſold to 


| Bakers in a clandeſtine Manner, and by them 


employed much to the Detriment of the Pub- 


lick, but greatly to their own Profit. 


Your Committee are confirmed in this Opi- 


nion, by the Evidence of a Perſon of great 


Experience in this Buſineſs, who ſaid it was a 


common Practice for a Number of Bakers to 
agree to buy a Quantity of damaged Wheat or 


Flour, and divide it among themſelves in cer- 
tain Proportions; and that when Wheat and 


Flour is damaged to a certain Degree of Fuſti- 


neſs or Sourneſs, it is ſold to the Bakers. He 
alſo ſaid that when Wheat is fuſty, it is gene- 
rally fold at one, two or three Shillings q- 
Hundred under the Middle Price: | And Flour, 
when fuſty or ſour, is ſold at one or two Shillings 
&” Hundred under the Middle Price.*| He alſo 
ſaid, that he had once bought Wheat of an 
inferior Quality, at eleven Shillings 4 Barrel, 
when the Middle Price was at ſeventeen ; nor 
did he know or remember, that a Return was 
made of that Wheat to the Lord Mayor. He 
further ſaid, that low-priced, damaged Wheat, 
or Flour, may be employed by the Bakers in 


Bread, when mixed with other Wheat and 


Thus incloſed [] not inſerted in the Rough Journal. 


Flour was about 1500 Barrels: And further 


of the Market, the Quantity of the ſaid Sample 


not ſuffered to take it away unſold, but he is 


Flour, and that the Fuſtineſs of Bread is gene- 
rally occaſioned; by the imported Wheat or 
Flour. He added, that he has heard, that 
Wheat has been ſent to France, and not having 
been ſold there on account of its being 
damaged, was returned hither, and then 
bought by the Bakers. 


Your Committee then proceeded to examine 
the Maſter and Wardens of the Corporation of 
Bakers, who confirmed in general the above 
Evidence, and the Maſter of the Corporation 
added, that ſome Bakers have lately bought a 
Parcel of New Eng/and Flour, which was ex- 
tremely bad, and that it was mixed with ſome 
good Flour, and made into Bread: And ſaid, 
He believed, that the Quantity of the ſaid 


ſaid, He was not certain, whether or no this 
Flour was returned to the Lord Mayor, though 
he believed that Flour is generally returned 
to him, but not by him entered in the Atiize. 


Your Committee did not think proper to 
examine the Merchants and Factors to theſe 
Points, as it would, in ſome Meaſure, have 
been calling upon them to criminate them- 
ſelves: But, upon the whole, your Committee 
are of Opinion, that the ſeveral before- 
mentioned Abuſes require the Attention of 


the Legiſlature, and ought, if poſlible, to be 
remedied by Law. | | | 


It further appears to your Committee, that 
every Perſon who brings Wheat to the Mar- 
ket-Houſe is obliged to ſend a Sample out of 
the whole Parcel to the Lord Mayor, which 
Sample is a Perquiſite belonging to the Sword- 
Bearer of the City, who acts as Deputy Clerk 


is left to the Diſcretion of the Owner of the 
Wet. 3 | 

It alſo appears, that when Wheat is once 
entered at the Market-Houſe, the Owner is 


permitted to loft it in the Market-Houſe, for 
which he pays one Halfpenny 4” Week for 
each Sack: The Quantity of Wheat, thus 
lofted, has ſometimes amounted to four or five 
hundred Barrels, but is commonly much leſs 
conſiderable : It appears, that the Lofts at the 
Market-Houſe are capable of containing, with 
Eaſe, upwards of two thouſand Barrels of 
Wheat. „„ ö 
Your Committee then thought proper to 
inquire into the Markets held in the Liberty 
of St. Sepulchre's, and they find that Markets 
are held 1n the ſaid Liberty twice in the Week, 
from Michaelmas to Chriſtmas only; and that 
the ſaid Market is intirely ſupplied with Wheat 
from the Co. of Mictlow, and the Weigh- 
Maſter of the faid Liberty informed your 
Committee, that in the Year 1756, 649 Bar- 
rels of Wheat were weighed in the ſaid Market. 
He alſo ſaid, that the Wheat there fold was 
enerally under the Medium Price of the 
heat brought to the City Market. He fur- 

ther informed your Committee, that he has, 
in Purſuance to an Order given him by the 
Seneſchal 
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Seneſchal of the ſaid Liberty, made regular 
Returns to the Lord Mayor of the Quantity 


and Prices of Wheat ſold in the ſaid Market, 


ſince Mrchaetmas laſt. 


It further appeared to your Committee, in 
the Courſe of their Inquiry, that the Market 
of this City is ſupplied with Wheat of 70 
Growth chiefly from the Counties of Renu], 
Meath, Carlow, Kildare, Dublin, and the King's 
County; and that the Q e ns County and the 
Counties of Wicklow and Weſtmeath fend in 
ſome occaſionally; and they were particularly 
informed by a Perſon of great Experience in 
this Matter, that the Co. of Kiltenny alone 
furniſhes a full fourth Part of the Wheat 
entered at this Market-Houſe. 


Your Committee then proceeded to inquire 
into the State of Tillage in the Counties of 
Clare, Galway, Limerick, Tipperary and Roſcom- 
mon; and they find that thoſe Counties have 


been, during a long Space of Time, and ſtill 


continue, moſtly under Stock, although they 
contain great Tracts of exceeding good Land, 
very proper for raiſing Corn of all Kinds, and 
particularly Wheat. That the Land in thoſe 
Counties, being freſh, would produce much 
greater Crops than Land of equal Goodneſs 
nearer to Dublin, which has been worn by 
conſtant Tillage. That in many Parts, the 
Land is become unwholeſome for Sheep, from 
the Length of Time it has been under grazing, 
which would be a great Inducement to thoſe 
Counties to turn themſelves to Tillage, if they 
had any Vent for their Grain; but at preſent 


they raiſe little, if any, more than is neceſſary 


for their own Conſumption. That the great 


Expenſe attending Land-Carriage, and the 
Want of Granaries in Dublin for lodging their 


Corn, in Caſe they ſhould fail of an immediate 
Market, are the principal Cauſes which deter 


them from going largely into Tillage. 


From all which, it appears to your Com- 
mittee, that if a Bounty was given, ſo as to 


eaſe the Price of Carriage from thoſe diſtant 


Counties, it would probably induce them to go 
largely into Tillage, and that if Publick 
Granaries were erected in or near this City, 


for the Reception of Wheat, it would greatly 


encourage the Farmers in thoſe Counties, to 
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raiſe Wheat for the Dublin Market, as they 
would not then be under a Neceſſity of ſelling 
their Grain, when the Market was glutted 
with that Commodity. And if a Publick Offi- 
cer was appointed, who ſhould be directed to 
give a Reccipt for each Parcel of Wheat lodged 
in thoſe Granaries, a Paper Credit would be 
thereby erected, which would be of ſingular 


Advantage to the Farmers, in the carrying on 
of their Buſineſs. 


All which is humbly ſubmitted to your 
Lordſhips.

The Lords' Committees hive no Doubt, 


but that your Lordſhips will, at once, ſee the 
manifold bad Conſequences which muſt ariſe 
from the Diſorder and Confuſion in which 
theſe Offices have long been ſuffered to lie: 
Two of theſe Conſequences which ſeem the 
moſt ſtriking, they humbly beg Leave to point 
out. 


One is, that all Advantage from Duplicates 


of authentick Records, is and muſt be abſo- 
lutely loſt, if either of the Fires (which within 
a few Years broke out in Houſes very near 
adjoining the Rolls' Office,) one of them ſo near 
as to have taken hold of Part, had. conſumed 
the Whole, all Acts and Tranſcripts pre- 
vious to the Year 1715, and with them a 


vaſt Number of other moſt valuable Records, 


had been deſtroyed, to the irreparable Loſs of 
the Nation. And if the Houſe in Latin's- 
Court, ſubject, like other Houſes, to Accidents 
from Fire, and more ſo from the Cloſeneſs of 
the Place, and the too near Neighbourhood of 
other Houſes, ſhould be thus deſtroyed, the 


ſame Fate muſt attend all the Parliamentary 


Records, both Acts and Tranſcripts, from the 


Year 1715 to the preſent time. Whereas, if 
the original Acts were all lodged in the Par- 
liament Office, as the Lords' Committees con- 


ceive they ought to be, and if Tranſcripts,

other Reaſons, that it does not appear from 
the Tranſmiſſes, whether Bills of a certain

How 
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How far the making out Conftats, or Exem- 
plifications, in this Manner, may affect their 
Credit, when produced as Evidence in Courts 
of Juſtice, and how proper it is to affix the 
Great Seal to Exemplifications, ſo made out, 
the Lords' Committees humbly ſubmit to your 
Lordſhips' Judgment. | 
The Lords' Committees think the Account 
of the Office, ſtrong and ſhocking as it may 
appear to be, ſhort of the Truth, which De- 
ſcription can, in their Opinion, hardly equal. 

As they have no Doubt but that your 
Lordſhips will, with them, lament the mi- 


ſcrable Condition in which a Multitude of 


Records of ſuch vaſt Conſequence to the Laws

occurred ſince my Entrance upon this Govern- 
ment: The tumultuous Riſings of the lower 


People, in Contempt of Laus and of Ma- 
giſtracy, and of every conſtitutional Subordi- 


nation, muſt, if not duly attended to, be pro- 


ductive of the moſt fatal Conſequences: They 
are a Diſgrace to a Country of Liberty; they 


muſt be particularly fatal here, where the leaſt 
Check to the riſing Spirit of Induſtry is fo 
very ſenſibly felt, and ſo very difficult to be 
retrieved. No Means can ſerve more effec- 
tually to prevent theſe Diſorders for the future, 
than the Encouragement of ſuch Inſtitutions 
as tend to impreſs on the Minds of the lower 
Order of People, carly Habits of Induſtry, and 
true Principles of Religion: For this Purpoſe, 


your Proteſtant Charter-Schools were eſtabliſh- 


ed, to which I therefore recommend the Con- 


tinuance of your Care, Encouragement and 
| Support: 
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Support: Your Linen Manufacture demands, 
and will reward, every inſtance of Publick 
Attention: There is nothing which can more 


properly excite your future Endeavours, and 


nothing has more fully anſwered your former 
Expectations: This Manufacture has been at 
all times the favourite Object of Parliamentary 
Encouragement, and I ſhould be concerned 
that any National Advantage which has been 
cultivated under . the Adminiſtration of my 
Predeceſſors, ſhould be neglected under mine. 


Be aſſured, you cannot take any Meaſures 


which will be more grateful to his Majeſty, or 
which. I ſhall be more ſolicitous to forward, 
than thoſe which may in any reſpect advance 


the growing Proſperity of this very improve- 


able Country: If therefore any of your Manu- 
factures may be further extended; if any thing 
can be done towards exciting the Spirit or 


providing the Means of Induſtry; if any Im- 


provements in Agriculture can be introduced

that by this endleſs Protraction and Expenſe, 


Perſons are diſcouraged from proceeding, and 


the more, as the Commiſſioners cannot be 
expected to be very ready to decide, inaſmuch 
as Reputation is more eaſily loſt, than gained, 
in ſuch Circumſtances; and as the Cauſe 


would probably be but little advanced by their 


Deciſion, ſince the Party defeated would al- 
ways apply to the Chancellor when appointed, 
for a Re-hearing: Fi/thly, that theſe Incon- 
veniencies are aggravated by the State of 
Buſineſs, in that Court, at the time of the late 


Chancellor's Death, whoſe great Abilities had 


drawn ſuch a Redundancy of Buſineſs into 


that Court, that notwithſtanding his Aſſiduity, 
a long Arrear of Cauſes, we underſtand, re- 
mained undiſcharged; that therefore, the Exe.

4. Becauſe, though it hath been aſſerted, 
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even in the moſt arbitrary Times, of ſuch a 
Power being claimed or exerciſed by the 
Crown, in Great Britain, over the Journals 
of the Britiſi Peers. We apprehend alſo, 
that no Matter can, with Propriety, be entered 
upon the Journals of this Houſe, without the 
Leave of this Houſe previouſly had or implied, 
as is clearly evinced by the conſtant Practice 
of reading the Minutes by the Clerk before 
the Houſe is adjourned, in order that every 
Peer may have an Opportunity of preventing 
any thing improper from being entered upon 
the Journals. Now on the laſt Day of the 
laſt Seſſion, no ſuch Opportunity was given, 
the reading of the Minutes having been pre- 


that the Journals of this Houſe, being Publick 
Records, it is improper that any Alteration 
ſhould be made therein: We are of Opinion, 
that this Maxim extends only to the Judicial 
Proceedings of this Houſe, not ſeeing that in 


other Inſtances there is any Reaſon to diſ- 


tinguiſh between the Journals of this Houſe 
and thoſe of the other Houſe of Parliament, 
from which Matters have frequently been ex- 


punged: As it is alſo notorious, that Matters, 
not of a Judicial Nature, have frequently been 


expunged from the Journals of the Houſe of 
Lords of Great Britain. Indeed, were it 


otherwiſe, the Speaker or even the Clerk of 


this Houſe, or any indifferent Perſon who 
might however irregularly get acceſs to the 


Journal-Book, might inſert therein Matter of 
the moſt criminal Import, amounting even to 


the Crime of Treaſon; and it would be a 
ſtrange Soliciſm to ſay, that ſuch Inſertion 
muſt for ever remain, to the Diſgrace of this 
Houſe, without any Power in us to expunge 
and purge away ſuch obnoxious Matter. 


5. Becauſe it hath been declared to be a 
high Breach of the Privileges of Parliament, 


that the Crown ſhould take Notice of the 
Proceedings of either Houſe of Parliament, 
unleſs the ſame ſhall be regularly laid before 
it; a Circumſtance in which we conceive, that 
the Proteſt of Lord S:rafford, however in all 
other reſpects irregular and unconſtitutional, 
hath the Advantage over thoſe of Lord Sydney 
and of our preſent Chief Governor. 


6. Becauſe we think this Entry peculiarly

55 DISSENTIENT: . 
1. BECAUSE we conceive, that the Appoint- 


ment of five new Commiſſioners for examining 
and perfecting the impreſted or extraordinary 
Accounts of this Kingdom, is zneceſſary, 


inaſmuch, as the antient Commiſſioners ap 
pear to have been deemed ſufficient for ſome 
Centuries paſt, and to have been ſo held by 


| his Majeſty's Miniſters in both Kingdoms, at 
his Acceſſion, and even at a later Period, vz. 


in 1766, when his Majeſty's laſt Appointment 
of the ſaid Commiſſioners was made, requiring 
them to ſtate and examine all the Publick 


Accounts four times, inſtead of once in the 
Vear, ſince which time it cannot be pretended 
that any Increaſe in that Department or in the 


other Publick Occupations of the ſaid Com- 


miſſioners hath ariſen, to require ſuch a new 


Eſtabliſhment as that in Queſtion. And we 


think it might imply an unmerited Cenſure on 


the eminent Perſons, who at preſent conſtitute 
the antient Commiſſion, if the Neceſſity of 
ſuch a new Arrangement were now, for the 
firſt time, to be diſcovered and admitted. 

2. Becauſe it is to be preſumed, if the old 
Board had not been deemed by his Majeſty's 
Miniſters to be fully fufficient, that they would 
not have rendered it leſs ſo, by ſuffering it to 
be deprived of one of its Members, ig. the 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, who doth not 


reſide in this Kingdom nor execute any Part 
of the Duty of that Office: And we concetve, 
if any Inſufficiency in the old Board could 
reaſonably be alledged in Conſequence of the 
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Law, who compoſe it, that it might and ought 
to be remedied, by ordering the Chanccilot of 
the Exchequer to attend, whereby, inſtead of 
oading this Country with a new Expenſe, the 


Salary of that great Office would circulate - 


within this Kingdom, whereas now it is ex- 


pended abroad. 


3- Becauſe the Neceſſity of this Appoint- 
ment, if any, muſt ariſe either from the Arrear 
of unpaſſed Accounts heretofore incurred, and 
which is the only Argument we have heard in 
ſupport of this new Eſtabliſhment; or it muſt 
ariſe from the Nature and Extent of our 
Accounts reſpecting the future. Now, firſt, 
we concelve, that the new Commiſſioners are 
directed to call before them, not ſuch Perſons 
as fave, but ſuch as hall receive any Sum or 
Sums by way of Impreſt that is to act for the 
future, and not for the paſt; and that therefore 
the Neceſſity of theſe neve Commiſſioners, can- 


not be maintained on the ground of an Arrear, 


which they are not directed to examine and 
ſettle. Moreover, we think, that even if they 


were to have a Retroſpect, it is utterly abſurd 


to eſtabliſh a permanent Board for all Time 
future, for the occaſional Purpoſe of ſettling 
an Arrear incurred in time paſt; a temporary 
Appointment being ſufficient for ſuch a tem- 


porary Office, whereby the Expenſe to the 


Publick would ceaſe with the Occaſion which 
produced it. Again; as to our Accounts 


in future, we think it cannot be denied, that 


one Board of Commiſſioners of Accounts would 
be ſufficient to diſcharge the whole Buſineſs, 


if properly conſtituted. Now, either the old 


Board is ſo conſtituted, or it is not. If it is 
ſo conſtituted, it is ſufficient, and another is 


unneceſſary. If it is not ſo conſtituted, either 


it ought to be corrected, if capable of being 
rendered ſufficient; or, if incapable thereof, it 
ought to be aboliſhed by due Authority. And 
one Board properly regulated and ſufficient 
ſubſtituted in its room: Whereas the preſcnt 


Meaſure of Government is to do neither, for 
it is to continue the old Board in its antient 


Form, which, if it is inſufficient is abſurd; 
and to add another to do Part of its Duty, 
which is abſurd, if it be not inſufficient. It 
propoſes, in a Word, not that we ſhould have 
one Board properly regulated and ſufficient, 


but that we ſhould have two; each of which 


ſhall be ſo contrived as to be at leaſt ſeparately 
inadequate: And that not for the Purpoſe of 
the one being a Check and Controul on the 


other, but wholly independent and diſtin; 


which can be productive of evil Conſequences 
only, as we apprehend, without one Benefit. 


4. Becauſe we think it to be inexpedient, 
inaſmuch as no new Expenſe that can be 
avoided, ought to be incurred, at a Period, 
when, from the growing Difficulties of the 
Publick, the Wiſdom of Parliament hath 
found it neceſſary, both in the Seſſion of 1769, 
and in the preſent Seſſion to reduce very con- 
ſiderably the Sum uſually expended on the 
internal Improvement of the Kingdom, and 
towards the Support of its great charitable 
Foundations: When, notwithſtanding ſuch a 
Retrenchment, Government was obliged to 
borrow, 
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borrow, in the two laſt Years 130,000 in Aid 


of the general Revenue, when the next two 


Years ſeem to threaten a ſtill greater Increaſe 
of National Debt, the Commons having 
deemed it neceſſary to vote, in this Seſſion, 
a Loan of £200,000 in Aid of .the general 
Revenue for the ordinary Service of the two 
Years enſuing. When his Majeſty's Revenue, 
by Decay of Trade and Credit, is declining ; 
when, notwithſtanding this Country is more 
heavily burdened, in Proportion to her Abi- 
lity, than Great Britain; and notwithſtanding 
that the Taxes of this Kingdom exceed, in 
their annual Amount, the whole circulating 
Specie of the Nation; yet the Expenſe of the 
Publick is greatly ſuperior to the Revenue 
thereof, even though the latter ſhould riſe 
again to as high an Amount as it hath reached 
at any Period heretofore; which we cannot 


promiſe to ourſelves, at preſent, that it will: 


When, unleſs, inſtead of increaſing, we ſhall 
diminiſh the publick Charges, this Kingdom 
will incur a larger Debt, in a few Years of 
profound Tranquillity, than it contracted 
during the Whole of the late War, in which 
this Country undertook a larger Share of 
Expenſe than ever it had done in any War 


before. And, when the Speech from the 


Throne this Seſſion of Parliament, hath ſtated 
ſo emphatically, the neceſſitous Condition of 
this Kingdom, and hath dictated Oeconomy 


in ſuch alarming Terms. 


5. Becauſe it appears, that at ſo late a 
Period as in the Year 1757, the whole Expenſe 
of the Publick in the Article of Commiſſioners 
of Accounts, amounted only to £360, which 


Expenſe ſince that Time, principally by the 


Innovation of quarterly, inſtead of annual 


Accounts, hath increaſed to ſeven Times that 
Sum, without any Advantage to the Publick 


therefrom, as we apprehend; and which, in 


conſequence of this new Eſtabliſhment, will, 


at the loweſt Eſtimate, be augmented upon 
the Whole, in more than a twenty-fold Pro- 


portion, and that in a Seaſon of publick Diſtreſs 


and of accumulating Debt: Whereas, in the 
firſt-mentioned Period, this Nation, having 
recently diſcharged the whole Capital of its 


antecedent Debt, was free from all Incum- 


brance whatſoever, and in a proſperous and 
riſing Condition. Wherefore we humbly con- 
ceive, that it would be more ſeaſonable and 
expedient to reduce this Article of the publick 
Charge, than to increaſe it : And that nothing 


can be more prepoſterous in this light, than 


the preſent Propoſition, by which this new 
oard of inferior Commiſſioners for taking a 


very ſmall Portion of the Publick Accounts, 


will coſt the Kingdom, on the moſt moderate 


Calculation, above ſixteeen times the Sum 


which was paid in 1757, to the ancient Com- 
miſſioners for the whole Accounts of the 
Nation. 


6. Becauſe we conceive, that as any two of 
the ſaid five Commiſſioners are authorized by 
theſe Letters to exerciſe all the extenſive and 
ſingular Powers veſted thereby in the ſaid 


Commiſſioners, great Inconveniencies and 


much Confuſion may follow therefrom; and 
that contradictory Orders may be iſſued, each 
ſigned by two of the ſaid Commiſſioners, with- 
out any apparent Precedence or Ground of 
Preference in the one Order over the other, 
whereby the Perſons required to obey the 


ſame may regulate their Conduct, or be able 


to aſcertain which they are to regard. 


7. Becauſe we conceive, if any Increaſe of 
Expenſe in this Department were at all ex- 
pedient or admiſſible, that the publick Intereſt 
would require that the ſame ſhould be in- 
curred, rather by a moderate Addition of 
Profit to the antient Commiſſioners, than by 
the Creation of new ones, for many weighty 
Reaſons; and eſpecially, for that by multi- 
plying unneceffary Offices, the undue In- 
fluence of the Crown-muſt be extended : For 
which Purpoſe alone this Appointment ſeems 


to us, indeed, to have been calculated; whe- 
ther we conſider that ſignal Miſmanagement 


and Mal-adminiſtration which hath rendered 


the Arts of Intrigue and Corruption more 


than uſually requiſite to counteract the Force 


of juſt and national Indignation; or whether 
we conſider the Perſons appointed to theſe 
Offices, who, inſtead of being ſelected from 
amongſt thoſe who have had publick Oppor- 


tunities of teſtifying their peculiar Fitneſs for, 
and experience in, the Department of National 


Accounts, have been all taken, without a 
ſingle Exception, from amongſt the Repre- 

ſentatives of the People. | DYE” 
8. Becauſe we with the Validity of the 


Letters Patent in queſtion to be brought to 
Trial, inaſmuch as we apprehend, that the 


ſame are illegal; for that the Court of 
Exchequer is a Court of antient Juriſdiction, 
for the Purpoſe of hearing and determining 


all Matters of Account and Revenue, with 
ſufficient Officers and Powers for adjuſting 
and determining the ſame, and for recovering 
all ſuch Balances as may appear to be due 
thereon; in which Court, all Queſtions of 


legal Doubt muſt be decided by the Barons 
who know the Law, and all Queſtions of Fact 
by the Conſtitutional Trial by Jury. And we 
conceive that the executive Power cannot at 


this Day, conſiſtently with the Laws of the 
Land, appoint any new Judicature, nor any

been at all times a Part of that Uſage, by ſuch 


Patents, to grant the Commiſſion for taking 


Accounts to the Barons of the Exchequer, and 
certain great Officers of the Law for the time 
being, and that without any Tenure, but as 
incident to their reſpective Offices. Whereas 


the new Commiſſions are granted for a Te- 
nure, during the King's Pleaſure, to Perſons 
unſkilled in the Law, altogether independent 


of, and unconnected with, the faid Court of 
Exchequer, contrary to every Appearance of 
old Uſage, as well as to the Spirit of that ex- 


cellent Statute of the 5th of Richard II. which 


enacts, that no Baron of the Exchequer, Clerk 
of the Pipe, Appoſer, Clerk of the foreign 
Summonſes, Auditors or other Chief Officers 
of the Exchequer, ſhould be made, unleſs he 


be well learned in the Law, or otherwiſe very 


{kilful in the Courſes and Uſage of the Ex- 
chequer. We therefore apprehend, that the 
ſaid former Patents, if founded in the ſaid 
Statute of Henry VII. can be no Example of 


theſe new Patents, which are not- founded 


therein; nor can the ſame, if founded in 
Uſage, be any Precedent of Patents, which 
eſſentially differ from the Uſage obſerved 
therein: Neither do we conceive, that there 


is a Power in the Crown, of deſtroying, di- 
viding or altering the antient Offices eſtabliſn-

9. Becauſe there are in the ſaid Court of 


Exchequer, certain ancient Clerks or Officers 


called Auditors of Impreſt, whoſe Duty if is to

11. Becauſe we conceive, that whatever 


new Inſtitution tends to the Diſquietneſs, 
_ Miſchief and Delay of the Subject, and is no 


Advantage to the King, is therefore againſt 
Law. But this new Inſtitution appears to us 
manifeſtly to tend to the Diſquiet, Miſchief 
and Delay of the Subject, inaſmuch as it re- 
quires Perſons to account before Commitii- 
oners, who are not bound by any Oath to 


adminiſter Juſtice impartially, or according to 
Law. Neither have they any certain Rules 
of Law, or approved Uſage, by which to go- 


vern their Proceedings: Neither is their Court 
to be open at all times for receiving Accounts 


and regularly diſpatching the ſame, they being 


only authoriſed to take Accounts once in every 
Year. And the ſaid Inſtitution appears to us, 
on the. other hand, to contribute in no ſort to 
the Advantage of the King, but, on the con- 
trary, to the manifeſt Injury of his Revenue, 


| inaſmuch as no Power is given to the ſaid 


Commiſſioners to examine any Accountant 
upon Oath : Neither, as we conceive, 1s there, 
or could there be, any Power granted to them 
by the ſaid Patent to inforce the Appearance 


of any Accountants or others, nor to examine 


any Perſons not Parties to the ſaid Accounts, 


nor to punith for any forged Receipts or other 


Frauds; nor in any wiſe to compel Payment 


of any Balance that may appear to be due:

From all which we draw this general Con- 
cluſion, that this novel Courſe tendeth to the 
Diſquietneſs, Miſchief and Delay of the Sub-

reſent Caſe, not having been informed in a 
Rade Manner, of the Riſe and Pro- 
greſs of this unhappy Conteſt, we ſhould think 
ourſelves unjuſt and precipitate, if thus un- 
informed, we ſhould condemn the Americans 
to the Foint of the Sword. 


That, if we were to determine upon what 


we have heard and read out of Doors, we 


ſee nothing, as yet, to juſtify the Conduct 
of Adminiſtration, in the Commencement or 
Progreſs of the American War, but muſt 


condemn its Object, and lament its Duration, 


That at preſent we muſt conceive, that the 


Object of this War was the Eſtabliſhment of 


the Power of the Britiſi Parliament to tax 


America; a Power which, we know, is not 
inherent in the general Conſtitution of the 


Britik Empire; and we have as yet ſeen 


no Charter or written Conſent to make it 
the particular Conſtitution of America. 


That, conſidering that Grants and Subſidies 


are the great Bond of Affection between 


Prince and People, that National Bounty is 


only abundant and dignified, when the 
ſpontaneous Offering of a free People, that 
the arbitrary levying of Money is contrary 


to all Freedom, and particularly to all Egli 
Ideas of Freedom, we are not ſurpriſed to 
hear, that ſuch Attempt has been reſiſted by 
a Nation born of Britain, warmed by her 

Principles, and taught by her Example. 


As we cannot approve of the Motive upon 


vhich this War was commenced, ſo we would 


not wiſh to contribute to its Continuation. 


The waſting of the Briliſi Strength, the Suf- 


ferings of her Commerce, and all the in- 


creaſing Calamities of Civil War, being in our 
Minds, ſtrong and melancholy Arguments 


againſt perſiſting in an unnatural Conteſt, 
whoſe Object has not as yet appeared to 
us to be either juſt or productive. 


In the preſent- Stage of this Conteſt, we 


conceive Coalition to be neceſſary and prac- 
ticable; and would not wiſh to render ſuch 
Coalition difficult or deſperate, by perſiſting 


in the Meaſures which occaſioned the War, 
and by a farther Effuſion of Blood; and 
conceiving ne Embarkations no Step to that 
Coalition, for which we ſo ardently wiſh, 


We, upon the ſoundeſt Principles of Peace 
and Liberty, proven againſt ſuch new Em- 


barkations, which by teeding the Acrimony 
of Civil War, may render the Breach irre- 
parable, and multiply Calamities, not only 
upon the Colonies, but upon the Mother- 
Country alſo. And although we might be 
W to ſuffer any Inconvenience, by ſend- 
ing a Proportion of our neceſſary: Forces to 
facilitate the Acceptance of ſuch reaſonable 
and conſtitutional Propoſitions, as might put 
a Period to the preſent unnatural and ruinous 
War; yet we conceive, that it would be in 
the higheſt Degree imprudent to ſtrengthen 
the Hands of the preſent Adminiſtration, 


before we are in any way certified, that ſuch 


Plan of Reconciliation be adopted.
